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REMARKS 

This amendment is in response to the official action 
mailed on June 1, 2006, the shortened period for responding 
being set to expire on August 1, 2006. Claims 1-6 and 14-19 are 
currently pending. The Examiner has indicated that claims 1-6 
and 14-19 are allowable. However, the Examiner notes that 
claims 7-13 and 20-44 are drawn to a nonelected invention. In 
this regard, the Examiner has indicated that complete reply to 
the final objection must include cancellation of the nonelected 
claims . 

Applicants have canceled claims 7-13 and 20-44.
